— "I w e no 
reason why the America! s should not 
be sole m asters of the Philippines by 
M arch next year. 
T his is the opinion 
of Brigadier G eneral Funston, who has 
arrived at the home of his wife in East 
Oakland. 
“The sitnation in the islands, he said, j 
“ has reached a stage where it is very 
easy to see how to cope w ith it. 
There 
m ust be no tem porizing.no w asted sym ­ 
pathy, no foolish sentim ent. 
It m ust be 
a case of fight. 
The Filipinos are m w 
in such a fram e of m ind th a t they will 


n o t yield until they are thrashed and 
convinced th at it is useless to oppose 
America. I do not say this unadvisedly. 
I have given the m atter many m onths 
of deep study, and my knowledge of 
Spaniel) enabled me to converse freely 
w ith officers and prisoners on the rebel 
side. 
“ We arrived at M anila last Decem­ 
ber, which was two m onths before hos­ 
tilities began. D u r i n g those two months 
the officers of the Filipinos frequently 
came w ithin our lines, and I discussed 
w ith them every phase of the situation. 
They were very higbm inded and gave 
me the opinion th at they were well able 
to look after themselves, and th at it 
was all very well for the Americans to 
deliver them from the persecutions of 
Spain, but that, having performed that 
service, we should be satisfied and led 
them alone. 
“The best among them are ignorant. 
Occasionally I found a sm attering < f 
education. 
B ut they are absolutely an 
ignorant race, and quite incapable of 
selfgovernm ent. 
They possess much 
shrewdness and are cunning, but the 
chief tra it in their character is treach­ 
ery. 
It is this which has enabled them 
to make as good a showing as they have 
made. 
“Suppose th a t they were left alone. 
The islands would be a scene of insur­ 
rection w ithout 
a n y possibility of re­ 
storing peace. 
I am convinced that the 
best way to govern the islands is to give 
them a firm, stiff necked colonial gov­ 
ernm ent, moulded on the same lines as 
the governm ent of colonies of Great 
Britain.

“This m ay seem strange, but I ani 
convinced th a t as soon as the rebellion 
is crushed there w ill 
be an entire 
change of heart among a large per cent­ 
age of natives, and they w ill be quite 
willing to carry arm s under American 
officers.

additional 25,000 th at will tie on the 
ground when the November campaign 
oDens there will be ample soldiers tc 
walk through the islands.

not be a cam paign of temporizing, 
m ust be aggressive and persistent from 
the start. 
T h e Filipinos are no m atch 
for Am ericans on the battlefield.
